Convicted In Five Minutes. 


Walter Lambert, ex-politician and 
Police Court Clerk got his deserts very 
quickly yesterday in the Superior court 
The jury which tried him for embezzle­ 
ment returned a verdict of guilty with­ 
in five minutes after they had received 
their instructions and retired from the 
courtroom. 
The speed with which 
the result was reached fairly dazzled 
Lambert and some of /his friends, who 
were positive that there would at least 
be a disagreement. 


When the case was resumed yester­ 
day morning Lambert's attorney made 
. a very brief speech to the jury. 
He 
simply argued that the defendant had 
not stolen public funds. 
He made the 
plea that Lambert had only gone to 
Honolulu on a short trip and had been 
arrested before he had a chance to 
make a settlement when he returned. 


District Attorney Snook replied in 
a very few words. 
He maintained the 
bare statement that Lambert had stolen 
city money and should be punished 
for the crime. 


Judge Frick counseled the jury upon 
the law governing the case. 
Then the 
jury retired. 
Within two 
minutes 
there was a demand from the jury for 
pen and ink. 
One ballot had settled 
Lambert's fate. 
The prisoner display­ 
ed much agitation at the quick call. A 
look of surprise stole over his ,face and 
he glanced appealingly at his attorney. 
He had foreshadowed the result very 
, accurately, for two minutes later the 
jury filed into court with a verdict of 
guilty. He will be sentenced Monday. 
The penalty for his crime is from one 
to ten year's imprisonment 
in 
the 
State penitentiary. 
An effort will be 
made to save him from the maximum 
term.

Why Mary Skipped. 


There is a little more information 
for the public connected with the skip­ 
ping out of the woman 
who went 
under the name of Mary Williams, 
which may account partially for her 
sudden disappearance. 


In getting at close details of the 
affair it was learned that Joe Williams 
some time ago legally adopted a boy 
who used to do work about the house 
and restaurant. 
His work, like a 
woman's, was never done. 
There was 
no time for him to play, that is if he 
had to get his adopted father's permis­ 
sion. 
The old saying of "all work and 
no play makes Jack a dull boy," will 
not apply in this boy's case. His close 
confinement and hard work, in addi­ 
tion to cruel treatment, caused the 
youngster to take all advantages he 
could when outside of the garden gate. 
If sent on an errand to the butcher's, 
the baker's or to the grocery store he 
would often take the money he was en­ 
trusted with and spend it for cakes, 
candy, or anything which might strike 
his fancy and have the articles that he 
was buying for the house charged up 
to Williams. 


The father, by law, when he found 
out such transactions would give the 
boy severe punishment and make his 
work still harder. 
The neighbors be­ 
came aware of the ill treatment of the 
boy by the parent, who was constanily 
under the influence 
of liquor, and 
notified Mrs. Stanford of Oakland, who 
is a member of the Society. for the 
Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. 
She came out to West Berkeley and 
intended to have Joe Williams arrested, 
He had probably got an intimation of 
what was going on and taking the boy 
both of them went over to San Fran­ 
cisco and stopped there until the mat­ 
ter had apparently blown over, 


Last week when Mary Williams left 
the family mansion the .boy was also 
among the missing: 
He went to the 
house of a lady living on Eighth street 
in West Berkeley for protection. This 
lady had had the care of the boy be­ 
fore Williams had adopted him. 


Williams 
soon 
founcy the boy's 
whereabouts and went after him. 
For 
some reason he could not see the boy 
but he made application to Town 
Marshal Lloyd 
to have, him make 
search and when the boy was found to 
bring him to the Williams' house on 
Sixth street, near University avenue. 
The Marshal succeeded in finding the 
lad and informed him what he wanted 
him to do. 
The boy then said he did 
not want to go back to Williams as he 
was afraid he would kill him when in 
otte of his drunken fits. 


It is now supposed that the cause of 
Mary's sudden departure was from the 
fear of being beaten. 
Probably she 
is not faraway from Joe's restaurant 
and at the proper time in her mind she 
will show up again. 


The lady who formerly took care of 
the boy is willing to take him again if 
she can do so in a manner as to have 
legal control of him. 
Just now Wil­ 
liams refuses to let anyone have the 
child and demands that the officers 
shall restore him to his legal guardian 
and the boy refuses to go back fearful 
of his life if he should do so. 
The 
boy, certainly, is in a very peculiar 
situation and how the matter will be 
settled time alone will tell.

persons therein to vacate said building for the

Such building or part thereof shall within ten 
days thereafter be vacated, or within such 
shorter time, not IOBS than twenty-four hours 
as In said notioe may be specified; but said 
order majr be revoked by said Health Offloer at 
any time. 


Section 2. No person exoept a physician or 
undertaker and thoBe having a written permit 
from the Health Offloer, shall enter or depart 
from any house where Bmall-pox or sholera ex 
ists, or while the corpse of any person who 
shall have died of suoh diseases remains with­ 
in the house, nor within ten days thereafter, or 
until such building and its content8 shall have 
been dlslnfeoted to the satisfaction of said 
Health Offloer. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon its Hnal passage, and all or 
dlsanoes and parts of ordinances In oonfllot 
horewtth, are repealed. 


Section 4. Any violation of this ordinance is 
hereby declared a misdemeanor, punishable by 
line not exoeedlng the sum of M0. 


The judgment Imposing the fine may also 
direct Imprisonment In the County Jail of Ala­ 
meda County, until suoh tine be satisfied, which 
imprisonment shall not exoeed one day for 
every one dollar of the line, providing, however, 
such imprisonment shall not extend beyond the 
period of one 11) month.
